with a statement that he Is not .and 
will not be a candidate" for' the presi- 
dential nomination.

state convention, placing his opposi- 
tion upon the ground that such action 
would be improper. There is a goo« 
deal of significance in this. 


The fact is well known that before 


the death of President McKinley the 
plans had been formed and were far 
advanced to make Hanna the presiden- 
tial nominee in 1904. Eveiy southern 
state had been fixed, and it was a 
moral certainty that the negro dele- 
gations would be solid for the man 
who had been both the political and 
financial mainstay of McKinley. But 
tHe tragedy at Buffalo 
changed the 


situation. Roosevelt at once loomed 
up In formidable proportions, and his 
political star became one of the first 
magnitude. Scarcely was he warm in 
his seat when Hanna's colleague, Jo- 
seph B Foraker, publicly announced his 
belief that Roosevelt was the coming 
man, which was equivalent to declar- 
ing that he would have the support of 
Mr Foraker. 


The "kindly" feeling which exists 


between Hanna and Foraker is per- 
fectly 
understood 
They love each 


other with a mortal hatred, political 
of course, and each would be only too 
happy to help bury the other a mile 
deep beneath the waters of political 
oblivion. But each is at the head of 
a strong Republican 
faction in the 


Buckeye state and neither can succeed 
without the other's support 
Hence, 


periodically, the farce is enacted in 
Ohio Republican politics of those tv,o 
men, 
whose mutual dislike is so well-

but because he is less friendly than 
Hanna, and is constantly saying some- 
thing the tendency of which is to di- 
rect public attention to the evils of the 
trust syscem 
Hanna does nothing of 


the kind. He declares boldly that the 
trusts are good things But this weak- 
ens him with the people It makes his 
nomination difficult and his election, 
if 
nominated, very 
doubtful 
The 


tiusts don't want to 
play a losing 


game. 
They have probably reached 


the conclusion that they cannot win 
with Hanna, and he in turn doubtless 
thinks that a sure thing senatorship is 
better for him than a chase after the 
piesidential "will-o'-the-wisp^

garded as friendly to Roosevelt, and 
Hanna may still entertain the hope 
that something will turn up
